Queen Elizabeth coming to Cambridge ht 
August, 1664f Liie orator made a speech before 
her, in which he extolled the antiquity of that 

University, and affirmed, that it was more ancient, 
by much, than Oxford. The Oxonians being 
offended at this, Thomas Key, Fellow of AU 
Souls College, wi^ote, in the space of seven days, 
a little book, in which he strenuously asserted 
the antiquity of bis own University, affirming 
that it was iuunded.hy &oiue Greek Philosophers, 
eompauions of Brutus, and that it was restored 
by King Alfred about the year of Christ 870; 
consequently that it was more ancient than Cam* 
bridge ; and this book he prebuated to Eluabeth 
at her coming to Oxford. 

On account of iIils inciileiu, Dr. Caius, at the 
suggestion of the Archbishop, entered the lists 
like a true champion, and in- a suitable style. 
He makes out undeuiably, as he a&rms^ thaJt 
Cambridge University had for its founder, Can- 
taber, 39'^ years beiure Christ, and in the year 
of the world 4300 and odd ; and therefore that 
the University of Cambridge was 1267 years 
more ancient than Oxford* 

John Caius died in 1573, and in the year 
following, a new edition of this book appeared 
under the patronage of Archbishop Parker, witik 
lai^ additions. It was printed in quarto,, and 
. Hudci^ Caitts' owa name* It had alsrp a plap o^ 
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the Town and Schools, with the arms of the 
Colleges. This plan was made by the abovemea- 
Uoned Lind, servant ot the Archbishop. 

The first editioQ of this book appeared in 
isa^, ia 12mo, typis Byoneman. The second 
is that by John Day, in quarto, printed in 1574. 
The tliird was by Tliomas Hearne, in 1730, in 
octavo. A Tract of Caius De Prdnuntatione 
Graeci^ et Lalinas Linguas^" is subjoined to this 
last £ditiott.

Holbein^s manner of cutting in wood, as ap- 
pears in this curious liltlc book, makes it evidenty 
that the wood cuts from which Hollar engraved 
his exquisite set of prints, entitled the Danqe 
OF Death, were not by Holbein. 

Sec on this subject an Essay by Mr. Douce 
prefixed to the republished Hollar. 

Mr. Walpole speaks of a quarto edition of 
Archbishop Cranroer's Catechism. It is de- 
dicated by Cranmer, to Edward the Sixth, and 
has, on the back of the title, a wood cut, repre* 
seating the King presenting the Bible to the 
Bishops and Nobility. 

This book contains concise instructions, ex- 
planatory of the Ten Commandments, the Creed, 
the Lord s Prayer, Baptism, the Keys, and the 
Lords Supper; not by Question and Answer, 
but in short Sermons, and Homilies.

THIS is a most beautiful edition, and the first 
of Dante, with Landino s Commeutary. There 
is a copy on vellum in the Magliabechi Library 
at Florence, but the following remarks are sug- 
gested from the superb impression in the Cra'; ^ 
cherode Collection.

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This i9 said to be the first book, in which the 

Art of Engraving en taille-doucc was introduced, 
bnt this however is not true. In the Cracherode 
copy the first plate is at the bottom of the first 
page, it might have been placed at the bottom 
of the opposite side where there is sufficient space 
for it. 

There seems to have been a design to en- 
grave the initial letter ia the same manner, as 
there is room left for it ; but this might have been 
intended for illumination. The same appears 
at the Prologue to the second Canticle of the 
Purgatorio, and at the first verse of the first 
Canto. The same likewise seems to have been 
intended for the Prologue, if not for the first 
Canto of the Paradiso. 

It is most likely that Baldini or Botticelli en- 
graved plates for all the Cantos ; as he seems, 
by Vasdi I b account of him, to have been whim- 
sical, it is very likely that he did net work fast 
enough foi the printer, who not choosing to stay 
longer, worked off the two first which were 
finished, and left room for the rest, which pro- 
bably were afterwards printed separately; and 
no one has ever thought it worth whfle to collect 
the whole together, and in all probabiUcy, they 
may never be cimpleated in one copy. 

This copy in the Cracherode Collection has 
nine plates, but one is a duplicate. But the two 
first plates only of thh edition of 1481, are

JOHN KEMP, the famous Antiquary, died 
September the lyth, 1717, aged about .5 *i years, 
and was buried in Eunhill Fields, under the 
monument of Mrs. Hope Kemp, his brother's 
wife. His brother was an Undert^iker at the 
bottom of Surrey Street, in the Strand. 

This volume which describes his valuable Col- 
lection, was edited by the celebrated Robert 
Ainsworth. The two following letters were 
written by him to his Patron, The Right Hon, 
Lord Colerane : '! \ *

My Lord, • 

THE relation between Patroa 
and Client in ancient Roman times, was so 
sacred, that both were called by one common 
name, Amici; and tiie Potentes Amici, treated 
the tenues with a civility and respect suitable to

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the old maxim, Amicitia aut iaventt aut lacit 

pares. Indeed, in later and worse times, the 
case was so much altered, that the Client was 
esteemed little better than a servant, and used 
Accordingly, winch treatment J uveual, in bis 5th 
Satire, severely lashes. But, my Lord, that be- 
tween y' grandfather of blessed memory and 
myself, was of the former kind. He was a man 
Anticjuce virlutis et fidei. He not only received 
my little services with the air of one obliged, but 
also returned them with such kind offices, as if 
be thought himself so, tho* they were fi^r orcr- 
paid by his gratious acceptance, which was so 
deiightfuli and pleasing to me, that I CQu'd cpr^ 
jrect Horace, and read him thus ;

Marvel not, my Lord, at these scraps of Latin^ 
they are such as would not bear a translation^ 
the English of this £pistle being but a version 
* of a Dedication, intended to have been prefixed 
to the book herewith presented to y' Lords.pw 
Toy I copld not endure to think of any other 
Patron of a book of Antiquities, .whilst a sttc* 
f:essor to the fame, hoqour, vertues and learn- 
ing of my noble Patron a famous Antiqoaiy, 
was living. I had therefore design d to entreat 
honour of y' shining name to illustrate a 
}y.ork, ilic design wheicoi i^i to i}l^strate antiquity;

AMES, in bis History of Priuung, p. 57 of 
Herbert's edition, enumerates among Caxton^s 
works. ** I-e Mgrte De Arthur but Herbert 
adds these words : ' ^

CiiNTl CARNASCHIALESCin. 

AT the celebration of the Carnival at riurcnce, 
it was formerly customary to amuse the multitude 
with Pageants of Warriors, Ti ophies, Cars, &c. ; 

and 
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And among other tiungs, with Carnifal Songi^ 

Tiie merhs of these chiefly consist in the puriiy 
of their Florenti&e diction^ for which they are 
emitiently remarkable. The countenance of Lo- 
nmo de Medici gave a great spirit and aoima* 

tion to these madiigals, and induced Anton, 
f raocesco Grazzini to select them. They were 
published at Florence in 1559. There was, how- 
ever, a former edition of these Carnival Songs 
so early as 1500, but this which was published by 
Grazzini, or as lie was comnaouly called II Lasca, 
is more particularly curious, on the following 
account, as represented by Roscoe, in his life of 
Loreoao de Medici* 

*• This was not, however, the first edition of the 
Canti Carnaschialeschi. Zeno, in his notes on 
fte Bibl. Jtal. of Fontanini (v. 2. p. 83) has 
cited two editions printed without note of date 
or place, but prior, as he thought, to the year 
1^00, the first intitled " Canzone per ardore in 
Maschera,'' the latter Eallattette del Magnitico 
I^renzo de' Medici» di M. Agnolo Poliziano, a 
di Bernardo Giamburki i. ' The edition of 1559 
is, however, the first general coilectioo of these 
pieces, towards whiqh a great number of the 
natives of Florence contributed^ * Of this edition 
the greater part of the copies are mutilated, 
having been deprived of 100 pages about tha 
middle of the book; viz. from page 298 to page 
9d8| in which space were contained the pieces

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of fiatttila dell' Otftewjot iviia»e broOiAr Paok> ^ 
having remonatrated against tbeir publication in a 
forreptitioud aiaooer» aod in an ioaccurate blato, 
had sufficient influence with the goverimieot of 
-Fioreaos to obtain an orilei', tbat the printer, 
Torrentino, sbould deliver ap all the cop'iei in 
his bands, wbicb appeared to be 495. After a 
yearns ligitation, the poems of Ottenajo wece 
ordered to be cut out from the book, and Paolo 
was left at liberty to publish another edition of 
thein, wiiich he accordingly did. This dispute 
has given rise to another contest during the 
present century, between the Canonico Blscioui, 
late Librarian of the grand dnkes lifarary, at 
.Florende, aad Sig. Rinaldo Maria Bracci, who- 
p^blisJied at Pisa, under tbe date of Cosmopoli 
1 750, a new editioa of the Canti Caniaschia- 
lescbi in two Tolumes quaito, iaciudiog those of 
Ottenajo, from the impression of his brother 
Paolo; in the iatroductiou to whicb» be justifies 
tbe decree that suppressed these pieces in the 
editioai of 1659^ contrary to tbe opinion oi iii^K- 
cioni, wiio oootidered it as severe and nnjast. 
The dispute seems of little importanoe, but liie 
result of it was un&TOwable to tbe modern editor, 
whose elegant and apparently correct edition of 
lliese poemsy has never obtained tiMUt credit 
amongst tbe lilierati of Italy, to which, on cnaisy 
vccoum^ it appeals to be itttilkd."

THIS is a sort of prose abridgment of the 

iEneid, and the preface, as indeed Ames ob- 
serves, exhibits observable proofs of the fleeting 
fashions of our English tongue.

The History of Caxton s Portrait seems .to be 
Jovolved in some perplexity, On referring to 
Granger^ vol. i, p. 47» ipeuiion is made of one 
i>nly with his cypher in old black capitals cut m 
wood for Ames 8 History of Printing. This is 
a most mibcrable performance. 

In the British Museum is a book, which ap- 
pears to have been purchased of the celebrated 
Mr, Bagford by Sir Hans Sloane, containiugp 
among other things, seven heads of the first 
printers .of England, in Indian ink, and drawn by 
Faithorni jan'. probably for the said Mr/fia^ 

ford^ 
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&rd. Ot these the first is William Caxtoni and 
fbis is, in all probability, the original from which 
the head in Ames s iiistorj of Printing was ukeu, 
Hd editioni by Herbert 

There is, however, another head of Caxton in 
Ames's first edition, and in Lewis's Life of 
Caxton, as different as pcssibie ii oiii that above- 
mentioned. ' In these tn^o latter books, Caxton 
is represented as a Turk, with a turban * aiul a 
long beard. It would be worth while for those 
who have leisure to prosecute the enquiry, to 
know from which picture of Caxton these tw<f 
heads were severally taken. I am inclined to 
believe, that the head by iaitborn in Mr. liag- 
iard's CoUectien, was taken from the original 
picture^ which, as Caxton was a Citizen and 
Mercer, is probably possessed by one or other of 
the city companies. 

The Mr. Bagford here alluded to, was so very 
singular a character, that a little farther notice 
of him will not, I presuny^, be uuamusing.

EGYPTIAN MANUSCRIPT. ! 

FOA the following account of the Coptic 
Manuscript, lately presented to the British Mu^ 
•eom, I am indebted to my friend Mr. CoDsbe. 

This ancient Egyptian Manuscript on pap 
fiynis, was taken from a mummy at Thd)es, and 
brought into England by W iliiam Hamilton, Esq. 
by whom it was presented to the firitish Mu* 
seum. 

• The papyrus, before it was eipanded in the 

xnannei in which it is now seen, closely 
rolled up^ the roll having a iiattish appearanqe^ 
as if it had been very considerably compressed 
pn$hesMl^ 

The 
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The cbftimcters are those which were in c6m* 

mon use among the Egyptians. Xbey are evi- 
dently written from right to left, e mode of 
writing which was remariced by * Herodotus 
ID prevail among that people. The Egyptians 
not only differed from the Greeks in tbis mode 
ef writingi but they differed also in the mode of 
rolling their manuscripts ; the Egyptians be- 
^nning their rolls from the left, and the Greeks 
from the right In their different practices, 
bowever, both had the same object in contem* 
platiun, that when a manuscript was unrolled, 
that part of it, which contained the hegmaing of 
the writing, should first present itself. 

It will be perceived, that the manuscript is 
divided into five colunms, the first of which is 
imperfect, and that each column is accompanied 
iiy « drawing, which represents one or more ob* 
jeots of Egyptian adoration. 

The ink, which has retained its coiont in » 
•enrprifiing manner, seems to be composed of 
Iftmpt or charcoal black, suspended in some 
.H&imal matter. In some few parts, indeed, of the 
-xa. the ink, at first sighl^ seems to have lost its 
blackness^ but these passages, upoa a close in- 
epecfioo/are found to have been originally writ- 
ten with red ink.

With respect to tbe itistrometit by which the 

laiters were loi ined, there can be little doubt, bill

£gypt; no manuscripts of this kind had been 
erer nocided. They are, unquestionably, by iac 
the most ancient manuscripts which have reached 
oar times*. The few which haire beei^ found 
have been observed to lie close to the embalmed 
figure, underneath the resin and bandages, which - 
have been employed to envelope the body. The 
mummies of distinguished persons, are said tQ 
be seldom without one of these rolls, and no 
mummy has been known to contain more than 
two. Their position is sometimes under the 
arms, sometimes between the thighs, and some- 
times even in the hand of the deceased, which 
has been artificially made to enclose them. *

THE Houghton Collection of pictures was 
•old to the Ecripress of Russia for the sam of 
40,5551. The pictures were, liuwever, separately 
valued by Messrs. West and Cipriani^ and the 
price set upon each may be seen in the copy of 
tlie catalogue which is preserved in the Crache* 
rode library. 

The busts, bronzes, and most of . the family 
portraits w^ere preserved. 

Mr. Horace Walpole told Mr. Bull, that tha 
whole collection cost his father, Sir Robert WaU 
pole, something short of 40)000L| including the 
pictures ia the house at the Treasury, which .he 
inhabited, as Chancellor of the Exchequer. 

It should, however^ be reuieoiber^di that se- 
veral of the pictures were presented to him. 
Among these were the celebrated picture of 
Bathsheba bringing Abishag to David, painted 
by Variderwerffe, which was presented to Lord 
Orford, by the Duke of Chandos. . This . was 
valued at 700l. 

The Portrait of Henry Danvers, Earl of 
Danby, by Vandyke, was given to Lord Oc- 
ford by Sir Joseph Danver% and was valued at

The celebrated cast, in bronze, of the Gla- 
diator, executed by John, of Boulogne, was ^ 
present to Lord Orford, fi*om Thomas, Earl of 
Pembroke.

The figure of King Charles the first in whole 
length in armour, by Vandyke, was valued at 
4U0l« There is a singular defect in this picture, 
both the gauntlets being drawn for tbe right 
hand.

The cdltiuii ot X'irgil in foUu, printed at 
Roooe by Sweynheym and Panaartz, is the 
JEditio Princeps, and this is so remarkably 
scarce, that, except in the VaUiere Catalogue, 
No. 2432, 1 kaow not where one Iwis appeared 
till lately in any collection. 

It s^ems, however, that a copy was discovered 
ifi a monastery in Suabia, whence it has found 
its way to the collection of a nohle £arl« The 
anecdote which belongs to it is rather ludicrous. 
The good monks^ to whom this, and other 
valuable boolcs belonged, were not, it seeius, 
to be prevailed upon, by money, to part with 
them. It happened, however, that they were 
remarkably fond of Old Hock. For as much of 
this same Hock as was worth about seven English 
guiueas tliey parted with this Virgil to a kind 
friend and acquaintance. This gentleman sold 
it again to an English dealer in books for 50l.y 
and, doubtless, believed Ihat he had turned his 

Hock to very good account. I have, neverthe*

It is there asserted, that the iir&t volume of 

this edition of Aristotle has 268 pages, whereas, 
in fact, it has 457. 

He iiu:;, houever, avoided another mistake iu 
the above book, which speaks of Aristotle's books 
(lilj. us) de mechanicis, whereas there is but one, 
liber unus. Another trifling error of Renouard 
may, however, here be nieuiioiied. Tlie edition 
of Dante, printed by Aldus in 1502, contains 
244 leaves , lleiiouard savs that it contains

THE Tract of St Augustin dearte Prsedicandi, 
priated iu Qothic characters, first by Mentel, 
afterwards by Fust, J 466, is remarkably scarce.

The Pinelli Copy, by Meotelin, sold for ten 
guineas.

The 0niyersity of Oxford has, since the above 
period| which is almost two hundred years ago, 
so often and so honourably distinguished itself 
by the number, the beauty* and the vi^iue of its 
irarious publications of the Greek Classics, that 
tbe^bpve .^pecdote, I am persuaded, will not

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DEVONSHIRE GEMS. 

THIS collection of Gems wa^ begun to be 
forojed by \V lilicitn, the Third Duke of Devou- 
^bire, and enlarged by WiUiam/ the Fourth Duke, 
who was fit biious of having the whole series en- 
graved. He wished the engravings to be the 
precise representations of the originals. lu his 
search, therefore^ be was anxious to mttain an 
artist^ whose abilities were equal to the copying 
lof the antique, and yet so munch under command 
as not to improve any imperfection of the more 
moderate^ or to fling on the more beautiful a 
cast of stjle, however admirable in itseU, which 
the Gems did not justify. 

Such a plan was necessarily attended with 
difficulty. When an artist has acquired a suffi- 
ciently extefi^ive taste to feel ail the beauties of a 
work, and to disrelish its faults, it seldom hap- 
pens that he can induce himself not to remove the 
dclecL in his copy. Whether it is that he hab 
an unconquerable antipathy to deformity, of 
thai lu: i(jai5 lest the bleini^^h should be att^'ibuted 
to himself, certain it is^ be labours to anaend it 
It is the same disposition which urges his en- 
deavour to heighten even what is beautiful ; and 
thus it arises, that in copies by our best artists,

At length, about the year 1724, Mr. Cos- 
rnond, a Frenchman ivas recommended to his 
Grace, as well qualiiled to answer las Graces 
expectations ; and indeed the specimens, which 
^re bcf e cpllected, place bis talents, as an artist, 
in a respectable point of view. They possess 
no inconsiderable share of breadth and simplicity 
of btyle, and have the further recommendation 
pf faithfulness. 

\' Tlie Duke, as was natural for a liberal man, 
evinced his satisfaction, by many offices of ge- 
nerosity. But these, unfortunately, met w ith no 
grateful return : perhaps they were even the very 
cause of ingratitude. For Mr. Gosmond con- 
ceiving that he had so strong a hold of his pa- 
tron's good opinion as to establish himself in the 
family, relaxed in his attention, and by degrees 
entered into dissipation. The work now went 
onaiowly, and objects of ex pence continued to 
increase on him. His calls on the Duke, there- 
fore, were more frequent, while his claims for 
patronage were diminishing; and thus every day 
forfeiting the esteem of his noble employer, the 
Duke was under the necessity of declaring to 
him, when the ninety-nine plates were finished, 
^at he had already paid considerably more than 
f^p stipulated sum for the whole work, and, with 

L lyui^cd by Google 
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the hope of obliging him to be more attentive, 
refused to answer any further demand till the 
work should proceed less negligently. 

Meeiiag with this unexpected refusal, and fear* 
ing the impatience of his creditors, Mr, Gosmond 
secretly left the kingdom, and carried many of 
the plates with him. What became of him after his 
return to the Continent is uucertam; enquiries 
were made, but they proved ineffectual. Proba* 
bly, as no work bearing his name has appeared, he 
died soon after bis return to his native country. 

from this unlucky accident the {)uke wa| 
frustrated in his purpose, nor was he enabled to 
make up a few sets for hi^ friends, of what eveq 
>vere done; for either impressions of several 
the plates were not taken, or if they were, they 
had been carried away by Mr. Gosmond, It does 
not appear what the number of plates left in 
the possession of the Duke amounted to. The 
Rev* C. Crachprode, whose taste and munifieeoc^ 
are well known, could never obtain, though h$ 
made it an object, more tb»0

Grolier, who had been ambassador at Rome from 
Francis L This gentleman had a. library of 
about three thousand volumes^ all of which 
vere gilt in different fashions^ and all of them 
lettered, " lo. Grolieril et aniicorum.'* 

This library was publicly sold at Paris in l€70. 

jiineas Vicus wab a very learned liian, and 
wrote several works on coins» which are highly 
esteemed, lie was oue of the first, if not the first, 
who en graved the reverses of coins. The manner 
of ins death was very singular aud lameatable. 

He was shewing some coins to the Duke of 
Terrara, and fell doAvn and died ui a moment.

treatise in our own, or perhaps in any other 
language, on the subject of short^hand writing. 
The uutbor certainly claims the honour of the 
invention in his dedication^ which is to Queen 
Elizabeth, and in the folio wins terms : 

** To the Most high and migbtie Prince Eliza- 
beth, by the Grace of God, of Ei^land, Trauuce, 
and Ireland, Queene, Defender of the Faith, kc. 

Cicero /did account it wortbie bis labor, and 
no less profitable to the Roman common wcale 
(Most gratious Soueraigne) to inuent a speedie 
kinde of wryting by CiiAUAcrtu, as Plutakch 
reporteth in the life of Cato the»'yonger. This 
invention was iaci eased afterwards by Senlca ; 
that the number of characters grue to 7000. 
Whether through iniurie of time, or that men 
g^ue it oyer for tediousness of Uarning, nothing

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remaineth extant of Cicero's inuention at this 
day. Upon con&ideratioQ ui the great vse of 
such a kinde of writing, I haue inuented the like :

A V£HY curious and scarce book, which, as 
Mr. Douce is ui' opiniuii, was the earliest with 
wooden cuts, that was printed with moveable 
types. 

Denis (I use, with his permissioOi the word^ 

of Mr. Douce) affirms, in hi3 Supplement to 
MaiHaire, that it was printed at Cologne. This 
opinion se^ms to be founded on the resemblance 
of its type to that which was used by Ulric ?elL 
The capital letters, however, are different from 
those in a copy of Petrarch's Historia Griselidis 
in the possession of Mr^ Douce, as well as from 
tb^ engraved specimen in Meerman, Tab. ix. 

In the Catalogiie of the Valliere Library, No. 
1856, it is said to have been printed by J. Gul- 
denchoff, of Mayence, but wiio^ according to 
Jk^^ittfiire, was of Cologne.

MY friend Mn BoQce accommodated me,. 

for the purpose of tliis publication, with a very 
curious and scarce treatise, containing Obser- 
vatioas on the Art of Eiijjlish Poesie, by Thomas 
Campion. 

Mr. Isaac Reed obligingly furnished me with 
the answer to the treatise, by Daniel, entitled 
" A Defence of Ryme." 

I was atout to describe these two tracts, when 
Mr- G. Chalmers, whose knowlege of English 
Literature can only be exceeded by tlie promp- 
titude with which he communicates his resources 
lo liis friends, recommended to me to enlarge 
my plan, and give a succinct account of such 
essa}son the subject of English Poetry as are 
most remarkable lor their scarcity and value. 
At the same time, he, with the greatest kindness, 
supplied me with various materials, and the loan 
of such books as arc not to be foufid in the Ma- 
seum. 

Indeed his communications were so ample am| 
so satisfactory, that little has been left for me, 
except to ojelhodize and arrange them. 

The first publication * which we have upon

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the subject^ is found in a most rare Tolume, 

which contains tracts written by King James I. 
The book itself is so very scarce that I may well 
, be excused for minutely describing its contents. 

It is in quartOi printed at Edinburgh by Thomas 
Vautrouiller in 1585. James was born on the 
19th of June 1566, and he was consequeiUly 
only nineteen years of age when he produced 
this work. It is called The Essayes of a Pren* 
tise in the Divine Art of l^oesi^/' and consists of

The next treatise in chronological order, of

the scarcest books in the circle of English Ihe- 
terature. 1 never heard of but one cop)' *. This 
was- bought at the sale of Major Pearson's 'li- 
brary, by George Steevens, for three pounds five 
shillings. At the sale of Mr. Steevens^'s library, it 
was puFchased for the Duke of lioxburgh fur 
eight guineas. 

Having exainiaed this tract in the lioxburgh 
Collection, I am enabled to give the following 
account of it. It is entitled, " A Discourse of 
English Poetrie, together with the author's judg* 
ment, touching the reformation of our English 
verse, by William Webbe, Graduate. Imprinted -

With respect to the dates of these preface^^ 
the more curious reader bas only to refer to 
Mr* Alaloue s work. I have not specified thew, 
as my intention was only to give a ,.siicciQCt 
sketch of the subject. 

It does not seem to be of material Qonsequeiioe» 

whetlier we place Phillips before or after Dryden. 
TbeTheatrum Poetarum was pubUsbed in 1675^ 
and contains a Prefatory Discourse of the 
Poets, and Poetry in general!." 

Edward Phillips was the nephew of Milton, 
and it was believed that Milton assisted him in 
bis work. This was repiinted by Sir Egertoa 
Bridges in 1800. 

The next in order is the Essay upon Poetry/* 
by the famous Duke of Buckingham. This is a

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Poetical Essay, and was published im 1 682. It 
begins with this maxiia :

After having written the above, my friend 
Douce indulged me with the Loan of the 
fragmept of a book, very much resembling th^ 
above of Friar Rush, in its style and subject; 
hut of still greater curiosity and value* I aa» 
enabled to give the following account of it from 
Mr. Douce's notes. Mr. Douce believes it to 
be a translation from the German, and probably 
a worlt: resembling Tiel Ulespiegel^ or Owl 
Glass, the German Rogue. It also bears som^ 
tesemUance to the Merry Tales of Skelton. 

In Tyron Recueil de Nouvelles, &c. Antwerp, 
1590. l£mo. is a story, entitled D un Pretre 
Ct d'uu Porticr de Calembert, ' which is very 
likely to bave been taken from this work. 

The Pfarrer von Calenberg" is mentjoncd 
frith Ulensptegiel in an exceedingly scarce and 

8 curious 
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curious tracts entitled^ De generibus ebriosd'' 
rum," &c. printed at Nurenbcrg, 1,5 IC, 4io, 
Calenberg, or Calembourgh, is a village in Lovvet 
Saxony. This fragment is the history of th^ 
Parson of Calemborg, of which the following 
not ihe least curious specimen: 

** The Parsbii of Kalenborow had wyne in hfe 
seler which was marred, and because he would 
have no losse be it, he praetysed a wyle to be 
ridde of it; and caused it to be publyslied in 
many paryshens there about, that the Parson of 
Kalenborow, at a daye assigned, wolde fte over 
the Rever of Tonowa frome the stepyl of hisowtl 
cburche. And this be proclaymed in his owne 
parishe also, and then he caused 1 1 wynges of 
Pecockes fedders to be made, and also he 
caused his noughty wynes to be brought under 
the chuFche stepyll, whereas he sholde stande for 
to lie over the rever. And he gave tlie clerke 
charge of his wyne because he sholde sell it well 
and dere to ihe most profyte. And nhen the 
ilaye was come that Ihe Parson sholde fle, many 
one come theder to se the murvayle from farre 
contrees : and than the ' Parson went upon the 
stepjli, arrayed lyke an angell, rcdy lor to fle, 
and there he flickered oftentynies with bis v/ynges, 
but he stude styll. In the mean whylc that the 
people stode so to beholde hiiii the sonne shone 
hole, aiKl ihey hrd great thursto,- lor the I^reste 
dyd not He, anc' he se that, and beckened to 

tlieui, 
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them, saying, ye good people, my tyme is nat 
yet to fle, but tary a whyle, and ye shall se 
what I shall do ; and than the people went and 
draiike apace of this vvyn that they se tliere for 
to sell, and they dronke so longe that they 
coude gcte no more wyne for money, and cr^ed 
out for drynke, and made great preas« And 
within a l}Ucll whyle after, liie Gierke couie to 
the Parson and sayde, Sir, your wyne is alL 
solde and well payde for, though there had ben 
more. The Parson beinge very gladde of this 
tydinges began to flicker with his wynges agayne^ 
and called with a lowde voyce unto the people, 
saing, Harke, barke, harke, is there any amonge 
you all, that ever se a man have wynges or fle. 
There stepped one furthe, and sayd, Nay, sir, nay.

tie was borne at Leostoffe, in Suffolk, in the 
jreign of Queen Elizabeth. His father was de- 
scended from the Nashes of Herefordshire, as 
be himself informs us in his whimsical pro- 
duction, called, the Praise of a Red Herring/' 
§ic» &c. 

This pamphlet also contains an '^iccount, per* 
h^ps the earliest, of Great Yarmouth, in Norfolk, 
the haven of which, he tells us, cost above 
S6,000l. repairpg in the last twenty-eight years. 
This was very scarce, even in the time of Sir 
Hans Sloane. Nash was educated at Cambridge, 
^nd was, for almost seven years, a member of 
^t. Jdhq's College. He wrote a great deal, both 
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in prose and verse, particufairly bf the sitirical 
kind, lie obtained considerable reputalioii as 
an author, and was praised by many of his co- 
temporaries* 
He is thus described by Michael Drayton ; 

And surely Nash, tho' lie a proser were, 
A branch of laurtet yet deserves to bear ; 

Shai [/ly satyi ick was he, and that way 
He weut ; since that his being to this day, 
fpw hav« attempted; and 1 sarely think,

Tii£ Garrick Collecticn is so deservedly an 
object of curiosity among those who are studious 
to mark the progress oi Lugiish literature, irom 
rudeness to refinement, that I consider myself as 
reudering an acceptable piece oi service, in point- 
ing out to attention, the more choice and valuable 
articles of which it is composed, I have beeu 
enabliid to do this, tluough the kind assibtance 
at my friend Mr. Kemble. 

It is> I presume, sufficicuiiy notorious, tliat 
Garrick left his Collection by will to the British 
Museum, where it remains deposited; but be- 
fore I enter into the specification of any article 
in particular, I must intiuiate, as a preliminary 
observation, what is indeed known to the more 
curious Collector, though not to the general 
Reader, (hat all the quarto pla}$ of the follow* 
ing writers are of increasing rarity and value; 
viz. ifhakspeare, Middleton, Shirley, Massinger, 
Marston, Chapman, Beu Jonsun, Thomas Hey- 
mood, Thomas Decker, John Lilly, and lastly, of 
Beaumont and Fletcher.

The above Romance; not being metrical, 
has not been noticed by Ellis or Ritson. It 
of extra^ordinary rarity. The title-page repre- 
sents the Knight in arniour, with a Bugle ilurn 
in his handy drawn by a Swan. In the back 
ground is a town, on the walls of which are ai|- 
sembled various persons of rank, one of whom 
has an imperial crown on his head. The pro- 
logue of the translator is given in the last edi^ 
tion of Ames. The tract is so very curious and 
rare, that I subjoin a specimen of the work 
itself. 

How at the commaundemeut of Matabrune, 
an hourdes man, named Savaryi came for to slea

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the vii lirle chyldrcii of King Oriant, unknowen, 
in the forest, where as they were trausmoed into 
swannes.

Behold this, woman 
that they go to breiioe aad Q^ecute |qr one oa^ly 
cfailde that she hath murdred, and was her owne. 
Consider we than what .punicioo might renae to 
us for to put to death the vii cliyldren, of ihc 
whiche I h^ve spoken, the whicbe to us ne tp her ? 
that commaundeth cannot hiiidci nor bere j^ny 
damage* ; Si? .Hourdes, man, sayd his felowes, 
ye spake wiseli, and we be all of the same ad- 
vise. They. fldiall have no barme, sayd. be, but 
this we maye doe, for to appease aDd coutente tk^. 
insaciable insqoiti of the per vers •Matriibrufie. 
We shall go to the vii children, and take at. 
oaely the cbaines of sylver that ben 41 ibeir 
ueckes, and then here them to the curisad.

And when the bourdes-raan Savari and his fe- 
lowes came nere the vi children abiden in the 
hermytage^ tb^y set bandes on them, and looke 
them for to tak away the chaines of sylver, that 
ecbe of them bad at their neckes^ but the poore 
children began to cry piteously for feare dmt 
they bad.

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tfate bftve we merited ryght greveous punickMi ; 

pursed be he that ever sent us hither into tbia 
forest for to corny t this grevous offence and evilL 
Dc-parte we hence^ Savary^ for all to loogp 
bave we ben here, we have founden but vi of 
the children, but if the other were here present^ 
be should have nobarme-of us, ne displeasure* Re* 
turne we Ughtli, without shewing to oay of this mer- 
vaylotts adventure. But for to render answere 
qf our commission to that cursed and perverce 
Matabrue we shal bare to her these vi chaines 
of silver, and shal give her tp understande that 
we have lost one by y* way, as we rctourned. 
And thus they ben departed out of y^ forest .and 
ben returned to Lylifort, where as thei have 
founde Matabrune, to whome tbei have certified to 
haveslaine the vii children, and for a u itnesse they 
ber presented the vi chaines that they had aboute 
theyr iRckes. Aiid have geven her to understad 
that they had lost one by the .waie, n^hereof Ma- 
tabrune nighe enraged and waxed mad for angre 
that they had not broughral seven ; and in her - 
woodnesse reprewed and tbretened them sharply. 
But for to have peace they promised and offred 
to her to yelde, and restore the value thereoi^ 
whereof she somewhat cStented her, and gave 
them some rewarde for their traveile.

no mention of it in Eliis, nor is it in any of the 
Collections with wbicb .I am acquainted. This 
justifies my giving the prologue, and a speciiuen 
of the body of the work. The copy, which Ames 
examiued) must have been dlilerent fioni thi:^. 
He says, that in the title-page, is a ludicrous prin^ 
repeated at signature C. 1. 

The print in the title-*page of the Garriejc 
Copy represents a personage sitting in a reg^i 
chair, crowned with a wreath of laurel by two 
men, one on each side him. The print at 
signature C« 1. exhibits two figures, apparently 
female, letting down a basket into the water. 
Some individuals, as it should seem, pf better 
condition, are looking earnestly at them from a 
bridge. From the text it appears that Virgil 
was in the basket. 

I subjoine the following specim^ : 
How Virgil was set to Scole. 

As Virgil was boorne than y* towne of Rome, 
quaked and trembled, and in his youth he was 
very wise. Than be was put to scole^ and 
shortly after his father died, tha the uioiher v>f 
Virgil wold no more mary. And after his dis* 
ease her kinsiulk would have puL her from her 
beritaunce with one goodly casteli^ y* fayrest and . 
strongest in all that lowiic, or iheiaboute that 
pnyght.be ymagine4 or made by any man ; aid 

. , E e J , hh^ 
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she complayned to the emperourc that was nje 
of kinhe unto her husbande. * But the Einperoar 
was an angri man, and would not here her com- 
playnte. Also he was not beloved of the Lordes 
nor of the com5 people, and shortly after he 
disceased. And than his sonne and heyre Per- 
sidiis was Emperour after the death of his father, 
and he ruled of his owne mynde al the lande* 
And he had al the Romans under hiin, in so 
much that he ruled them so strayghtley that y^^ 
wer sore adi adde of him. And Virgil was at 
scole at Toleton, where he studied right dili* 
gently, for he was of great uuderstandynge. On 
a tyme the scolars had licence to go to play, 
and to sport the in the fieldes after the usance 
pf the old times. Also as Virgil w^s walking on 
a hylles syde^ a lytle Iro the scolars^ it for- 
tuned hym to spye a yreat hole in tlie sjde of 
the hyll, into the which he entred, and be went 
90 far that lie s^we no lyghte, and ^et he wet 
farthejr therln, & he went so farre that be 
came where he sawe a lytel lyght, & than he 
went forth strayght.

Than aunswered the 
voyce^ I am a devel conjured out of the body 
of a certeyn man, and banished here tyll die 
9aye of judgement, without that I be delivered 
by the handes of the men. Now, Virgil, I praye 
thee to deUver tne out of this payne, and I «hall 
show unlo thee many bokes of negromancy, and 
how thou shalt coikie by it lyghtty, and to know 
the piactyse therin, that no man in the sciece 
of negromancy shall pass the. And moreover I 
shall show and enfourm thee, so that thou shalt 
have all thy desyre ; - me think this a greter 
proffer for so lyiel iubour. For with thys gyft 
,ye may make ryche all your poore frendesi and 
your enemies unmygbty. Through that great 
promyse, A'^yrgil was tempted^ aqd he bad the 
Fcnde showe the bokes to bym, that he myght 
have and occupy them at bys wyll. And so the 
Fende shev^ed hym. And tb4 Virgil toke away 
the bourde, and ther was a lytcl hoIe» and therat 
wrang the devil like a wyre. And whan he was, 
he stode before Virgil like a myghty man, wherof 
Virgyl was afrayde, and he raervayled greatly y* 
that so grete a man myght come out of so lytei 
a hole. Than sayd Virgil, Should ye well pass^ 
through the hole that ye came out ot^ and he 

£ e 4 sayde 
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sayde yes. I hold the best pledge that I have 
ye coa.not do it* The devil $ayd» I coaseat 
therta And than the devil wrang himself iato 
the lytei liole agayoe. And whan he was m, 
than Virn;il closed him there atravne, so that he 
had no power to come out agayQe, but ther 
abydeth styl. Than called the Devyll to Virgill 
d£edcfully» and sayd» what have ye done. Virgill 
aunswered, abyde ther sL)l to your day a- 

pointed. And so Virgill becauie very cunning 
in the practise of the Blacke Science. It was 
so that the Mother of Virgil waxed very old, in 

so much that she had lost her hearyng. Than 
she called to her one of her servauntes, and 
sayed to hyin. Ye nmsle to Tollenten, and tell 
Virgill my sone^ that he come and redresse bis 
enheritauuce, for he slioulde by ryght be one of 
the greatest of Rome. So the messenger departed, 
and went to Tollenten wher Virgil was. And 
whan he was ther, he founde Virgill teachinge 
the greatest Lordes of the Lande. For his cun- 
ninge dyd excel all other mens, Sc specially in 
the art ol nygromancy. Tliis messenger saluted 
Virgil. And he told bis message to him. And 
when the messenger had sayde, Virgyll was sory, 
not for the goodes, but for his mother. Tlui 
he rewarded the messager, and he sent to his 
mother fouie Somers in silver in a milke white

Tlus which belonged 
to Garrick was given him by Mr* Astle, of Yoxali, 
in-Stafibrdshirp. It coi^sists, as Ames describes^ 
of twenty*nine leaves. The copy which Ames 
saw,, )iad la (bp last leaf a wood print of the 
Virgin with Jesus in her arms. The Garrick 
copy has a wood print, witb the «un at the top, 
Wynkyn de Worde at the bottom, and his usual 
idevjce in the centre. Ames has giv^n the con- 
tents of the several chapters ; I think it of suf* 
4cient importance to gjiye an extract from th^ 
budy of the work. 

Howe Robert the Devyll sente the key of his 
chefe hous or Merysbe Lodgynge to his Faders 
y* Duke (>f fS oiinaudye, and how |ie went to 
Rome.
